Thomas Mott Osborne Spoke 
At R. V. C. 

LARGE XÙDIENCE 

Believes In Giving Responsi- 
bility To Inmates of 



Murium Welfare within prison walls 
was the subject of ail address deliver: 
,,l by Thomas Mou Osborne, the in- 
ternationally known penologist, *at '.he 
lloynj Victoria College ycatorday .if- 
tcrnoon to a large, audience. 

It. L. Calder K. C". who occupied the 
clmir introduced the speaker in a 
short speech In which lie emphasized 
the necessity o'. brevity by himself. 

Mr. Osborne began his address by 
statin? tliat his Interest in criminal 
welfare was aroused, not through any 
slushy sentimentality, but from a 
purely common sense point of vlow. 
Having- been .1 business for twenty 
' year* before havioff had anything to 
i~o Willi prison relonn he had first no. 
Ucej that tihe product o;' the prison 
was as bod and t-ven worse tlia.n the 
friniin.il before his prison term. He 
therefore held -that a committee Tic m- 
piiintcd :o investigate conditions. At 
) the suggestlor of Hie governor of the 
State of New York lie was appointed 
chairman nf the committee. 

The Plan - ,f t'V committee was 'o 
,.!!• of «he' number to prison In 
order to experlenc» conditions, it was 
suggested that h-> t.e appointed to this 
position and actirj, on this suggestim 
he went to jail for a period of iwc 
wcelt.s- This pcrid . of voluntary con- 
finement he >aid. save him an insigtit 
into the quostioi.. and a familiarity 
with tiif convicts themselves which 
it would have be:"-. Impossible to ob- 
tain in any ot'ie.- way. It also brought 
home to him the necessity of breaking 
the wall between prisoners and the 
outside worid. 

\ yea-- or '.wo if tor this experience 
he became warden of Sing- Sing prison 
where he remained for thirteen months 
Prom there he "went to the naval peni- 
tentiary at Portsmouth N. H„ where 
there were at the time when he flr3t 
assumed command on« hundred md 
seventy prisoners r.nd one hundred and 
e rh: cuards. When he left t'-tere were 
0000 prisoner.-, and no guards. It was 
thi.s prison whe'e he had been In 
charge for two years that he spent nis 
jitii Jai| term an.! was thus able lo 
experience the fruit? of bis own .id- 
jni uist ration. 

Mr. Osborne ther. stated that he firm - j 
jy disbelieved in the old .theories ofj 
rota Nation revenge and reform. The 
first of these ho sciid was quite im- 
practlblc as it was tmpossiM» to deter- 
mine a man's pri.i( r. sentence from the 
crime t'.iat he haO committed and th>t 
in order to In any way estimate 
the correct sentence- to be meted out 
that an Invcstlgrtion into Ills family's 
history environment etc, would be ne- 
cessary and that as life was far toe 
short this was quite impractfble. The 
second of these he attacked on the 
grounds that it caused a. feeling of 
'.îatrecl towards his persecutors in 
the criminal and fostered a spirit of 
counter-revenge which always, ended 
on his being libe-Ated, and then ano- 
ther crime and another prison sen- 
tence. The third anc last of these he 
ridiculed because he said it dir: nit 
create respect in t'.ie criminals who 
were firmly convinced of the fact that 
the average person, besides being o 
criminal was • hypocrite for not ack- 
nowledging bis crime and thc-rfeoie was 
in no position la criticize or correct 
him at all. 

Mr. Osborne went on to state that 
the only way in which the necessary 
changes could be brought about would 
be to give the prisoners a certain a- 
iMOunt of freedom, and suggested thai 
every prison coule* be made into a 
small community. He said that he 
coule* utter those words with convic- 
tion as lie had learned by experience. 

Tho speaker tht-n told of the Mu- 
tual Welfare League wliicîi was often 
credited to him but was really the idea 
of Jack Murphey. a convict in Aubu.n 
Prison during hi* term there. The 
principle of t'Jlu scheme was that the 
prisoners should govern ■thom.selvi.s 
. If the prison law* ware broken and 
the decision of the presiding judrcs 
submitted to lite warden of the prison. 
I'lidcr this system: he. said that he 
found the discipline in lite prisons ten- 
der his control far belter thrui before 
and that in many cases the decision of 
the presiding Jur>,r.s, hart to bo miti- 
gated a great denJ.

"Our God today lï a finite Clod, a 
puny God without the awe arid ma- 
jesty of the God cf our fathers," .vas 
the statement of Canon Shaltord at 
the Second Annual Banquet of :!u 
Theological Undergraduate Society 
held last night i.i the McGill Union. 
Proceeding further to point out the 
significance of th-i exclamation of ihe 
Prophet Ezekicl. "I saw}-' the speaker 
salii that each divinity student should, 
'.ike the Prophet-preacher Ezokiel, have 
a vision of his God as an all-powerfu 
Beins and not as «e are loo prone to 
see aim today, a puny God. And ea.:"n 
student should have a vision of .lis 
vocation as the fiist of professions. 

When Ezekicl taw God he loll .11 
an attitude of reverence and only in 
reverence should ,v.« approach God foi 
1; is only to the reverent Soul that 'Jod 

•s h;» greatest «lits. The speaker 

'i . 

.earned ;ii a hearers to be reverent "11 
their prayers. 'I have heard ministers." 
ne said "who s>poUc to God in a man- 
ner in which thoy would not duré 
address another nan. 
Hut in our reverence do not lot us lose 
oiu' self respect but like Ezekiel, stand 
He charged his luarers to be more 
than mere ecliccs in their sermon's, to 
think things out for themselves and 
nut take the words and beliefs of an- 
other without due thought and con- 
viction. 

After his vision Kv.ekiel ate, and 
the preacher also should cat and c-a- 
siaiilate truth for it has been =aid 
that "'preaching is truth through per- 
sonality." 'Dr. Shaltord warned young 
ministers against arguing for the pure 
joy of arguing, for a sermon nevci 
did any good if the preacher's heart 
was not in it. 

Then the prophel sat anions Ml' 
people and was ,:«tonishe<J for seven 
days, and so the preacher must 
among- his oarishioners and learn t> 
sympathize with them. The spea'.teJ 
often thought, he sa d that it would be 
a good idea lor young divinity gradu- 
ates if they went and worked in fac- 
tories and among pcoplo of all classes I 
to gain sympathy with them. 

Professor Caldwell, in his reply l< j 
t'.ie toast to Alma Muter proposed by 
H. R. C. Avisou. :c cal led the deba'es 
at Theological Society at Ed in bur;.' h 
when lit was a sttdent there, and ;x- 
pressed the hope that the Society at 
McGill would come to occupy a. 'ike 
position in the livc s of Theologlca' 
Undergraduates a/ McGill. Personally 
at- said, he tv.ts in favour of the pre- 
sent pystem of United Colleges affi- 
liated with Mi>Gill instead of a Faculty 
of Theology. 

Principal Ritchie. In replying to the 
toast by Albert Johnson to Our Col- 
leges took exception to Prof. Cald- 
well's statement th».! Philosophy was 
the Queen of sciences, claiming thai 
position for Theology, though grant- 
ing Philosophy position as head Uady 
In Waiting, lie also recalled the Edin- 
burgh Theologlca' .Society, and tin: 
many times he had debated' before 
that body. These- <:>. bates, he said, had 
been his greatest training-

His subject is not lost in the haze of an 
infinite detail. He is an artist of the boldness of his conception 
rather than the careful execution of minute . patts, because he 
.'chooses a central and dominant feature to which all else is subor- 
dinated. 

Many of the most tragic failure! in life are caused by ex- 
cessive business. One-half of the students who enter McGill fail to 
receive their degrees. Some of these undergraduates were in- 
! tellectually incapable of college work; others did not deserve 
\ sheep skin; but undoubtedly the majority failed because they did 
:. not know how to plan their work.. They were' excessively busy 
" without accomplishing anything. Most students indulge in loo 
' many activities and too little action . Their lives are so completely 
% occupied with lesser things, that the central and most important 
jf things, the knowledge, scholarship and study required for the de- 
-{'"gree are crowded out. Ignorance in ten subjects is a poor sub- 
stitute for knowledge in one.. Breadth can never compensate for 
'. lack of depth . 

The chief lesson in life is that man must choose. Our life-time 
! and energy arc limited . The things that are most excellent 
'must be emphasized. College men >vhose ilme : s occupied with 
^social engagements, sports, executives, clubs, especially those 
iniquitous sectional clubs and the whole host of things called 
y activities, are living with a wrong sense of proportion. There is 
• not the strength for everything. A student must choose what he 
deems of first rank and hold to his decision. 

The charge is being levelled at many universities today, that 
they /ire great organizations, collections, of splendid building, 
stadia and playing fields; institutions offering an abundance ' of 
courses and covering a 'multitude of activities. "Will it also be 
said of us that we are grandiose schools, where only. a small 
portion of the pupils are genuine scholars?"

Address Delivered To S.C.A. 
At Strathcona Hall 

DR. M. jTmERRITT 



States Jesus was Jew By 
Birth, By Spirit, and 
By Education. 

The Historical Background of .leans, 
was the subject of an open lecture de- 
livered 1 yesterdny at Strathcona Mull 
by Rev. Dr. Max A. Merrill— Habbi 
01" Temple Kmanu-El, AVcstmount 
This lecture was the first o( a ocrlos 
of two by Dr. Morrllt. The second, 
on Mic Literature and Spiritual Heri- 
tage of Jesus will be glvon on Tues- 
day next. 

Dr. Merrlit in introducing his sub. 
joct expressed pleasure that it is now 
possiblo for a. .lew to glvo the subject 
Jesus sympathetic treatment. Me- 
diaeval Christians, angered by their 
beliefs "visited wrath — on the klnfolk 
of Jesus" who they believed re- 
sponsible for his death. Conditions 
have fortunately . changed. The intel- 
ligent .lew Is quick in his recognition 
of the work of Christian for world 
betterment, and' the Christian acknow- 
ledge his' debt -o the Jew. Kor Jesus, 
stated Dr. Morritt was a Jew by birth 
spirit, and education. 

The speaker deplored the lack of 
actual reference to Jesus In Jewish 
History of the period. Certain in- 
definite reference!) now regarded as 
of later date* arc considered as of very 
Utile value. The works of Phllo contain 
no references Whatever to such a person 
and. while there is one indefinite rb. 
mark in the works of Joscpbus, the his. 
torlan, this Is now regarded as an inter- 
polation for which some scholar revl-s- 
Ing-theso works nt a later date is re- 
sponsible. All references are contain- 
ed . it) the . gospels; The gospels • • them- 
selves show slight differences and 
historians will not agree to accept 
them as authentic historical records. 
There is however unmistakable 
evidence of the erlslencc and remark- 
able personality of Jesus. 

Dr. .Morritt referred to the re- 
markable century preceding Christ's 
birth-. lie allowed too how the seizure 
by Rome in 63 B. C. wnte the result of 
over three hundred years of ferment. 
Amplifying this Idea the speaker trac- 
ed out briefly the history of the Jewish 
people from 536 B.C. to 30 A.D. Ho 
explained how power fell into the 
hand!.- of a group of priests who event- 
ually became known as the Sadduces. 
Returning from captivity a ..-roup of 
laymen established themselves as 
teachers of the masses who they found 
adopting outside customs and becom- 
ing hike warm to the Jewish Religion 
These laymen gained the respect of 
the people because of their "piety, 
learning. democracy " and their 
central idea that no special virtu re 
attached to a priestly order. This is, 
remarked the speaker, a far different 
Ihinfe from that Vliiclr" ls;g«nerally re- 
membered 'of thïse -people for "they 
eventually became kiïôtvn as the 
Pharisees. By the time this group had 
gained power the .Sadduces had de- 
generated into a clique of office hold- 
ers. The Pharisees became their 
critics and were instrumental in pre- 
venting their betraying Judaism to 
Greece this incidentally saving- 
Christianity. Opposition and 'rivailry of 
I hese two parties however left the 
way open for Roman Interference au'J 
oppression. 

Dr. Merritt then dealt with tl»e 
belief in the coming of a Messiah, an 
idea orjginatng as early as TOO B.C. 
He traced the Idea through various 
documents notably the works of 
Isaih and other prophets, the books 
of Daniel and Hnoch, the testament of 
the twelve Patriarchs and the assump- 
tion of Moses. He further stressed 
the ideo that alio desire for the com- 
ing of a -Messiah was strong when op- 
pressin was heavy and weaker during 
periods of temporary prosperity. 
Herriods successors deposed the land 
taxed and oppressed, virtually u Ro- 
man Colony such was the sotting of 
the stage for the appearance of Jesus.

Tie ?ias 
been descrlbo-l na hard hearted. Ho is 
said lo cam only for tho nlmglvty dollar. 
Tel. thin I-s how George E»J*t man, atyp- 
ical e.vaniplo of thii American buslnca* 
man, explained It's gift. "If a. man nas 
woaltb bo has »o make a. choice île 
can keep It together leaving It for 
olhtirs to n'rlminisier after ho is dead 
or ho- on» get : t into action and have 
fun while '.ie Is still niiVo. I prefer 
gelling It 1st to action and adapting It 
to human needs." James Duko says 
that he endeavoured to make provision 
for the- needs of mankind along phy- 
sical, -mental, end spiritual lines. 

Judging from their actions thosr 
men, who have worked among men nil 
(heir lives, consider that higher edu- 
cation offers Ihe greatest service «o 
mankind, Certainly Ihuy should know.

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PUNISHMENT 
IS HARMFUL 
TO SOGETY 

Daily Reporter Interviews 
Famous Prison Authority 

MR. T. M. OSBORNE 
Says Surety or Conviction 
Would Decrease Number 
Of Murders 



"Capital pur.lshtuonl Is not i-ffce' iv'c'- 
safd Tliôroao Molt Osborne in tin in- 
terview wl.li n I-i"'-}" l 'iio'te.r yes- 
terday. '! iie lîîiu-'é'CT may say Huit he 
would rallier have 1 i r- - impilsoiineiit 
but 'hat Is not what ought to be con- 
sidered, It Is the detrlrnnet' of c:i.p!tal 
punishment, to society an a whole. What 
is necessary, however, is a certainty 
of punishment, If capital punishment 
were abolished, more murderers would 
bé convicted and Kss murders would 
be committed b< cause of the compara- 
tive soreness o r conviction. 

Mr. Osborne also commented on the 
bad effect of corporal punishment en 
society. The recipient of this kind of 
punishment ' will uilv have a rovengo 
which will ultimately bo fulfilled 
whereas a .lail sentence. would not 
have this effect on him. He said, ho'V. 
ever, that lie did not wish to make 
the prisoner's 11 Co loo comfortable. 
The criminal uhouic live .and eat com- 
fortably but he should lie made lo 
work and learn no as to be an aid to 
society. Mr Osborne cited the case of 
I'i'e Carolina penitentiary as an exam- 
pie of the harm that could ho wrought 
by corporal punishment. 

When nskeC concerning educated 
crooks the fanions penologist said tint 
they were generally the worst type 
with which ihe wardens dealt. They 
unfortunately usually have the eas- 
iest jobs :n penitentiary as they :iio 
ible to do such things as book-keep- 
ing etc. because of their éducation. 
Tiny rebiom nvx with their fellow 
prisoners who consequently regard 
iaom with halrc' . 

The modern aim of penitentiary of-' 
ticiais is to improve the unfortunate | 
prisoners instead of the old Idea of 
mere detention. I: in for this that such 
men as Mr Osborne are working, to 
ibnllsli capital and corporal punish- 
ment arid make the convictions of i":- 
minals more certain.

Undergraduate 
Sophistication 

In answer lo llio question, "What 
dops tho average Harvard under- 
graduate read?" Mr. Muclntyrc, of 
tho Community Book Sliop in Cam- 
bridge, first enumerate* the "Cross 
Word Puzzle Book," then various 
outlines of history, science, and liter- 
ature, plays of various sorts, etc. 
"There is a very ^reat interest these 
days in the works of tho sophisticates, 
Mencken, Nathan. Van Vechten, Ma- 
Chcn, Drolser, and others." The Har- 
vard Alumni Bulletin continues, edi- 
torially: •'These are the writers to 
whom tils customers turn most quick- 
ly in the expression ot their natural 
preferences. When indeed have not 
the •modern sophisticates' been j,bc 
favorite's of youth? A century ago It 
was through the disillusioned' Byron 
that Die young found the most con- 
genial utterance of their own feelings 
of revolt. In the eighl'cs of the last 
century It was with Omar Khayyam 
tha i J oui h was ready to smash the 
"sorry scheme of things entire.' A 
decade or two later Stevenson and 
Kipling, birds of quite another fea- 
ther, embodied a more vigorous spirit, 
which Conrad has kept alive. The 
forces of discouragement have never 
held the plage undisputed, and the 
Kipling period — roughly identical with 
the Hoosevelt period — iwas one in 
which hard hitting tor general rlirht-: 
eousilGSS was wholesomely in evi- 
dence. 

"Voutb, In the very nature of 
things, is bound to respond to the 
most characteristic expressions of the 
spirit of its time. But youth prows 
M!>. and times chance. The young men 
who ted themselves on Byron and 
Omar suffered no permanent Injuries. 
They were, alive at tho ago When !t 
best fitted thorn to be so. And the 
fact that the young men of the prés- 
ent moment tire also alive, with an in- 
tellectual response to the charactcr's- 
!c writing of their time— whether all 
their elders like it or not — Is a fact 
of promise. When they read nothing 
else, when the college falls to pro- 
vide them with the standards of mea- 
surement which are found in some fa- 
miliarity with the enduring things In 
literature, it will be time to take 
alarm."
